ANALYSIS

This resolution approves a second amendment to the Site Lease Agreement between New
Cingular Wireless (AT&T ¢ formerly Telecorp) and the City of Nashua. The Site Lease
Agreement is for real property leased at Mine Falls Park for an antenna facility located on the
city's cell tower. Amendments to the existing agreement include the swapping of three of the
existing nine antennas AT&T currently has installed on the tower, adding six remote radio heads
and one surge arrestor band, installing two new equipment cabinets on a larger pad, and
increasing the monthly rent payments by $750. This resolution should be referred to the Board
of Public Works.

SECOND AMENDMENT TO SITE LEASE AGREEMENT

THIS SECOND AMENDMENT TO SITE LEASE AGREEMENT (*Second
Amendment”), dated as of the latter of the signature dates below, is by and between the City of
Nashua, a municipality incorporated in the State of New Hampshire, having a mailing address of
229 Main Street, Nashua, New Hampshire 03061 (hereinafter referred to as “Landlord™) and
New Cingular Wireless PCS, LLC, a Delaware limited liability company, having a mailing
address of 12555 Cingular Way, Suite 1300, Alpharetta, GA 30004 (hereinafter referred to as
“Tenant™).

WHEREAS, Landlord and Tenant entered into a Site Lease Agreement dated October 5,
1998, whereby Landlord leased to Tenant certain Leased Premises, therein described, that are a
portion of the Property located off Whipple Street at Mines Fall Park, Nashua, NH
("Agreement"); and

WHEREAS, Landlord and Tenant entered into a First Amendment to Site Lease
Agreement (“First Amendment”), dated July 12, 2002; and

WHEREAS, Landlord and Tenant desire to amend the Agreement to modify the notice
section thereof, and

WHEREAS, Landlord and Tenant desire to amend the Agreement to modify the Leased
Premises; and

WHEREAS, Landlord and Tenant desire to amend the Agreement to modify the Use and
Equipment; and

WHEREAS, Landlord and Tenant desire to amend the Agreement to increase the amount
of Rent; and

WHEREAS, Landlord and Tenant, in their mutual interest, wish to amend the Agreement
as set forth below accordingly.

NOW THEREFORE, in consideration of the foregoing and other good and valuable
consideration, the receipt and sufficiency of which are hereby acknowledged, Landlord and
Tenant agree as follows:

1. Exhibit A of the Agreement and Exhibit A of the First Amendment are deleted in
their entirety and replaced with the document that is attached to this Second
Amendment as Exhibit A. The Leased Premises are increased by addinga 4’ x 11°
concrete pad as shown on Exhibit A.

2. Exhibit B of the Agreement is deleted in its entirety and replaced with the document
that is attached to this Second Amendment to Site Lease Agreement as Exhibit B.



3. Rent. Commencing on the first day of the month following the date that Tenant
commences construction or installation of its new equipment, Rent shall be
increased by Seven Hundred Fifty dollars ($750.00) per month.

4. NOTICES. All notices, requests, demands and communications hereunder will be
given by first class certified or registered mail, return receipt requested, or by a
nationally recognized overnight courier, postage prepaid, to be effective when
properly sent and received, refused or returned undelivered. Notices will be
addressed to the parties as follows.

Either party hereto may change the place for the giving of notice to it by thirty (30) days prior
written notice to the other as provided herein.

5. Memorandum of Lease. Either party will, at any time upon fifteen (15) days prior
written notice from the other, execute, acknowledge and deliver to the other a recordable
Memorandum of Lease substantially in the form of Attachment 1 hereto. Either party
may record this memorandum at any time, in its absolute discretion.

6. Other Terms and Conditions Remain. In the event of any inconsistencies between
the Agreement and this Second Amendment, the terms of this Second Amendment shall
control. Except as expressly set forth in this Second Amendment, the Agreement
otherwise is unmodified and remains in full force and effect. Each reference in the
Agreement to itself shall be deemed also to refer to this Second Amendment.



7. Capitalized Terms. All capitalized terms used but not defined herein shall have the
same meanings as defined in the Agreement.

8. Governmental Mandates. In the future, without the payment of additional rent and
at a location mutually acceptable to Landlord and Tenant, Landlord agrees that Tenant
may add, modify and/or replace equipment in order to be in compliance with any
current or future federal, state or local mandated application, including but not limited
to emergency 911 communication services.
